Judge Says 


Authority on Juvenile De- 


linquency Is Speak-

Most juvenile delinquency can be 


traced to failure of parents to pro- 
vide their children with "the things 
that don't cost anything," like affec- 
tion and recognition. Judge Mal- 
colm Hatficld of Bcrrien county 
Michigan, noted authority on youth 
in crime, told members of the Ap- 
pleton Education association in an 
address last night at Morgan school. 


Parents may give their children 


adequate food, clothing, shelter and 
spending money, but if "there is no 
stronger bond between parent and 
child," serious maladjustments may 
result, the judge said. 


It is the problem of teachers to 


discover symptoms 
of maladjust- 


ment if the parents can't or aren't 
interested, the judge said, "for the 
home and the school are the places 
where the child should make mis- 
takes." Discovery of the symptoms, 
which the judge listed as dishones- 
ty, disobedience, nervousness, fear, 
and "temper tantrums," and an ef- 
fort to steer the child on a new 
course will prevent him from be 
coming a criminal. 


School, Court Need Help 


"Neither the school'nor the cour 


can do everything in this matter 
They have limited capacities. 
The 


parents and the teachers are the 
first to be faced with the prob 
lem." 


Judge Hatfield related circum- 


stances of five cases which demon- 
strated how unfortunate conditions 
in the home—a neurotic mother, a 
drunken father, dishonesty or con- 
stant bickering among parents and 
children—can 
induce 
maladjust- 


ments and ultimate delinquency in 
minors. 


Fortified by a psychiatrist—which 


the speaker believes should be at 
tached to every court—and an en 
dowment. Judge Hatfield is able to 
transfer children who are delin 
quent because of circumstances in 
their own families to other homes 
where they can re-build their men- 
tal and moral structure. In Judge 
Hatfield's community is a menta 
health clinic for children, where 
they are examined and where treat- 
ment is prescribed by psychiatrists 
In this way. the speaker told the 
teachers, money is spent on 
the 


prevention of crime rather than for 
harboring its followers. 


Take Kind Attitude 


A kind and understanding atti- 


tude towards youthful criminals 
will get far better results than hard- 
boiled methods, the judge declared 


"No school is meeting the indi- 


vidual needs of its children when 
they are constantly truant and hate 
their teachers and subjects", 
the 


judge said. "There have been cases 
where the schools were responsible 
for making children wayward." 


Schools vitally affect the person- 


ality of the students. "Assume the 
guardianship of each child's person- 
ality so it can be nurtured, develop- 
ed, and released", he asked of the 
teachers. "Lecturing a young truant 
from the room is like punishing a 
child for having the measles." 


The judge hit at what he termed 


an "antiquated penal system 
in 


which youths_ are placed in county 
jails, often with hardened criminals 
and perverts," he declared that the 
money which crime costs the coun- 
try each year could be much bet- 
ter spent on preventive measures. 
The first step is the education of 
the public to the problem. He urged

The case was 
transferred to another section of 
the state on the application of the 
workers but the judge again ruled 
against the "sit down" strikers who 
lost in the appellate court and now 
the Illinois Supreme court has up- 
held the judgment of the lower 
courts.

George Douglas, new 
assistant 


professor of sociology at Lawrence 
collcfic. paused for a few moments 
the other day in the course of un- 
packinc books, studying for his Ph., 
D. examination and getting himself 
acclimated to Appleton and talked 
about his travels. 


They began in the fall and winter 


of 1928-29. when Mr. Douclas was 
a student in the famed floating uni- 
versity conducted by E. A. Ross, 
professor of sociology at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. The group 
went from New York through the 
Panama canal to Hawaii, to the 
Orient. Siam, Egypt, Greece, virtu- 
ally all of Europe and back to New 
York, 
studying 
the 
sociological 


problems of the countries visited 
and taking notes on Prof. ROES' ob- 
servations. 


The next year Douglas took his 


master's degree at the University 
of Wisconsin. 


But his travels were far from 


over. Even on his honeymoon he 
and his wife, who Is a physicist, 
toured Russia, covering 8,000 miles, 
with the social science commission- 
er of Russia. Mr. Douglas and his 
bride spent the time studying the 
life of the worker. 


Talked With Schacht 


Later, in 1934, they traveled for 


four months in Europe, studying 
social and economic conditions. Dur- 
ing that time Mr. Douglas talked 
with Hjalmer 
Schacht, economic 


dictator of Germany. 


It 
is 
impossible 
to compare 


American conditions with those in 
Germany, Prof. Douglas said, for 
Germany seems able to finance it- 
self on a huge scale on nothing. 


Probably 
the 
most interesting 


part of the 1934 trip, Prof. Douglas 
said, was their visit to Les Eyzies, 
the little French town in which 
some extremely rich finds of cro- 
magnon artifacts have been dis- 
covered. 
He brought with him 


when he came to Lawrence college 
some stone chips and a tooth, prob- 
ably of a deer, found at Les Eyzies. 
They are probably from 25,000 to 
30,000 years old. he said. 


Trip From Maryland 


Most recent 
of Mr. and Mrs. 


Douglas* travels was the trip from 
Frederick, Md., where they were 
making their home, to Appleton. 
Back of their automobile was not 
only a trailer but also another car. 
of the undersize variety, which 
they were forced to abandon in 
the mountains until they can get it 
later. - 


If Prof, Douglas asked as many 


questions in the course of his trav- 
els as he asked this reporter, he 
must-have accumulated a world of 
knowledge in his wanderings. 


Asked about 
the sociological 


problems of the countries he visit- 
ed, he said the situation changed 
so rapidly, especially in dictatorial 
countries where conditions might 
change almost over night by decree 
of a dictator, that anything he might 
say about conditions as he found 
them abroad four years ago would 
be out of date. 


Asks About Appleton 


Instead he wanted to know what 


Appleton's sociological 
problems 


were, if there was a slum district, 
how was Lawrence college regard- 
ed by the community, what were 
the valley's political leanings and 
why and were Appleton young peo- 
ple graduated from Lawrence col- 
lege finding a place for themselves 
in the community or were they go- 
ing elsewhere to make their liv- 
inc.

States. 
Expect Little Program 
For Trade Agreements 


Thus we shall soon find, I think, 


that there is not much hope of 
further progress along the lines of 
Secretary Hull's trade agreement 
program and the 
monetary 
ar- 


rangement with the western Eu- 
ropean democracies. 
The whole 


of Europe 
east of the Rhine to 


the Russian frontier, 
and 
from 


there across Asia to the Pacific 
ocean, has fallen within the orbit 
of militarized totalitarian 
states. 


The commercial policy of totali- 
tarian states is planned and cen- 
trally managed as an instrument 
of military 
power. 
Mr. 
Hull's 


principles are fundamentally in- 
compatible with the inner prin- 
ciples of such regimes, and in this 
great area no trade agreements of 
the Hull type are to be expected.

For in so far as the laws 
prevent Britain and France from 
obtaining munitions from 
us in 


time of war the two democracies 
will be compelled to make them- 
selves self-sufficient at home and 
within their own empires. 


Thus there will remain only the 


republics of the Western Hemis- 
phere as a possible field for the 
development of the existing Am- 
erican trade policies. But in this 
field itself we shall find, if we 
have not already found, that or- 
dinary free trade will not work 
where commercial competition is 
subsidized and directed by effici- 
ent and powerful governments.

Thus almost certainly the con- 


dition of the outer world will 
drive us to greater economic isola- 
tion within 
our 
own 
national 


frontiers, or at least to greater 
economic 
isolation • within

Western, Hemisphere. But if isola- 
tion is not to mean dependence 
and hclpcssncss. we shall be com- 
pelled to take positive measures to 
keep open the channels through 
which we obtain 
our 
essential 


foreign imports, the 
imports of 


those few but absolutely essen- 
tial raw materials which arc not 
produced in the 
United States. 


That will mean the development 
of a larger merchant marine, and 
the intelligent national use of our 
accumulated gold and our reserves 
of credit.

Assuming that 
American

sources in land,

must now find greater employment 
at home, it might seem at first 
glance that the need for additional 
armaments is the opportunity to 
solve the problem. It is the op- 
portunity, no doubt. But the use 
of that opportunity will call for 
the utmost industrial genius of the 
nation. 


It is easy enough to say, for ex- 


ample, that we must now have 
four thousand bombing planes and 
a two-ocean navy, and a larger 
standing army. 
But the planes, 


the ships, the guns are not to be 
had by ordering them 
as one 


might order a 
new automobile 


from the dealer. The fact is that 
the plant does not now exist in 
America to make the planes, the 
ships, and the guns. The fact is 
that the unemployed workers, and 
the part-time factories, 
and the 


land with unsalable surpluses can- 
not easily and readily be turned 
to making planes, ships and guns. 
Must Be Vast Sums 
Invested in Factories 


Before such a 
new armament 


program as the President envisages 
can be translated from a paper 
plan into actual fact, there will 
have to be a .vast -investment in 
new factories and shipyards and 
arsenals, there will have to be a 
vast program of industrial train- 
ing in order to supply the skilled 
workers of which there 
is 
an 


acute shortage, there will have to 
be an increase of taxes to reduce 
the consumption of luxuries and 
a reduction of hourly wages to 
make the costs 
of 
production 


brearablc. 
And there will have 


to be a cessation in the name of 
the nation's independence and its 
liberties of partisan quarreling, of 
class struggle, and of easy-going 
complacency and indifference. 


The undertaking is much great- 


er than it is possible for us as yet 
fully to appreciate. 
For the day 


has passed when, protected by the 
balance of power in Europe and 
in Asia, we lived in security and 
depended 
upon 
our 
potential 


strength to insure respect for our 
vital interests in the world. The 
balance of power which we relied 
upon is disintegrating, 
and the 


outer defenses which have served 
us so well for a 
century 
are 


breached. Having decided that we 
will not help the Chinese in Asia 
or the British and French in Eu- 
rope, we can maintain our ancient 
security, the security of our tradi- 
tional isolation within 
the 
two 


oceans, only by converting our po- 
tential power into readily avail-

able power. That means that we 
cannot any longer rely upon the 
fact that we could theoretically 
develop great armaments, provid- 
ing we had the time we wanted in 
order to develop them. That was 
all very well as long as no foreign 
power could reach this hemisphere 
until it had disposed of the British 
navy. But in the world today the 
action of the 
British 
navy 
is 


paralyzed by the aerial threat to 
London, the place from which the 
navy is commanded. And by this 
epoch-marking event the founda- 
tions of our whole position in the 
world are altered. 


That is the ultimate reason why 


American preparedness must now 
take the form of making actually 
available a capacity to 
produce 


great armaments. For the develop- 
ment of the capacity to produce 
great armaments is a matter not 
of days, weeks, or months. It is 
a matter of years. We found that 
out in the World War. The Ger- 
mans have taken five years to de- 
velope their present strength. The 
British and French in four years 
have 
failed 
to 
develop 
their 


strength. In the race of armam- 
ents they have lost the race, not 
because they lacked resources but 
because they lacked organization 
and will. They may never have 
another chance to catch up. 


And so as the historical crisis 


is developing _with appalling swift- 
ness, as a failure to keep pace 
with events has irreparable con- 
sequences, there is no time to be 
lost and no effort can be spared 
if American power is to be made 
adequate in the world as it now 
is.

Washington—Hyphenate politics is growing stronger and in tome lo- 


calities Is assuming disturbing,proportions. In this kind of politics, the 
emphasis is upon racial and nationalistic blocs with interplay between 
politicians and foreign-born voting groups. It is the opposite of what 
American politics ought to be because its effect is to divide Americans 
into racial groups instead of melting them into one 
national people. 


For instance, a few days ago a society of Polish- 


Americans in New York held an indignation meeting 
and demanded more jobs for Poles from Governor 
Lehman's administration. Lehman had not. it was 
charged, given citizens of Polish descent their fair 
share of the gravy. 


Governor Lehman is running for re-election and it 


amounted to an attempt to shake him down. It is a 
good guess that the shakedown was successful, for 
the Indignation mysteriously subsided following dis- 
cussions between the foreign-born leaders and Demo- 
cratic organization representatives. 


Then a few days later .the Slovaks in New York be- 


gan yelling that they had not received their fair share 
of the political jobs from the Lehman administration. Raymond Clapper 
Other racial groups are more or less openly demanding their cut "on the 
spoils of politics. These foreign-born voting groups are picking off tender 
hunks of political white meat as the Poles and Hungarians are picking 
the bones of Czechoslovakia. Possibly the blackjacking of Czechoslovakia 
has encouraged similar tactics by foreign-born groups in our own po- 
litical campaigns. 


This sort -of thing is not new in 


American politics by any means but 
it seems to be becoming more ag- 
gressive.

David J. Lewis, 
were about to circulate these pic- 
tures in an effort to damage Tyd- 
ings but after inquiry decided that 
to do so might hurt Lewis with 
German-American voters so they 
let it drop.

THE MASSES AND THEIR BILLIONS 


We have just passed the period when 


the law requires publication by every 
bank of its statement which furnishes a 
great deal of useful information to the 
people. 


Some banks in communities like ours 


have been able to 
keep a respectable 


amount of money at work but that condi- 
tion is not general and is solely limited to 
small banks that have been unusually 
fortunate. 


The largest bank in Wisconsin is the 


First Wisconsin National Bank of Milwau- 
kee. 
Its published statement showed de- 


posits of 196 millions. It has invested 103 
millions in government securities, carries 
56 millions in cash and has out only 34 
millions in the ordinary loans to indi- 
viduals and corporations. 


Going into the great centers of popula- 


tion this story is repeated. 
The banks 


with deposits of a billion up to 2 billion 
generally have invested in government se- 


1 curities half or more of all their deposits 


and in addition carry a correspondingly 
high percentage of cash. 


Economists have often assumed and 


sometimes stated that if there were plenty 
of money on hand and rates of interest low 
industry would thrive and unemployment 
vanish. But it is not so. It should be 
evident now that the great glut of cash 
banks offer at reduced rates, depending 
upon the security and liquidity of the loan, 
is of no assistance until the people can be 


• induced to borrow the money. Practically 
- every time money is borrowed at a bank 


work is given to men, materials are pur- 
chased, and industry and business heart- 
ened. 


But the prevailing condition has exist- 


ed quite a long time, with the exception 
of the prosperous 
days we abandoned 


18 months ago when demand petered out 
prosperity faded. 


Now, in our pain and discomfort at 


national conditions, we are coming slowly 
but surely to the conviction that there is 
no prosperity for us through the magic 
wand held either by government or great 
industrialists but there is a tremendous 
amount to be accomplished when we can 
move millions of people to act in a normal 
manner, a thing they will not do, and no 
one can make them do, unless they are 
reasonably satisfied that those who rule 
us are fairly sensible in the policies they 
enact into law.

was good." 


CLANKING THE SABER 


At Saarbruecken Hitler was himself 


again. Concerning democracies he said: 


"There arc those abroad who do not 


want peace. The construction of their 
states is such that men of power can, 
at any time, be supplanted by others. 
Supposing after 
Chamberlain there 


came Cooper, or Eden or Churchill. 
They are men who would like to make 
war." 
So long as men of such warped men- 


tality rule great states storms are bound 
to brew. Such storms may be black and 
yet not filled with fury. But they may be 
of hurricane velocity. 


Prior to 1914 the Kaiser kept the world 


in just about such a state of uncertainty 
as exists today with only this difference— 
that then few excepting those close to the 
furnace believed so ridiculous a blaze 
could break out as a world conflagration. 


The recent close brush to armed force 


has attracted the attention of the people 
to both the strong and the weak parts of 
democracy. 
It is likely to magnify the 


weak parts to close sighted persons such 
as tyrants usually are. 


Democracies are very slow to mox-e to 


anger. They are slow to go to war. They 
value life and liberty too highly to de- 
stroy cither without compelling causes. 


But once they take up arms they arc 


invincible. Mr. Roosevelt's admonition to 
the Fuehrer to consider the "incalculable" 
turns that wars may take may have fallen 
on sterile soil and it may have fallen on a 
spot fertilized by wisdom and experience. 


• Germany has succeeded in the Sude- 
ten because it was the general belief that 
she carried a just complaint. But if the 
world is ever drenched in blood again as 
it was 20 years ago it will have learned 
that the only way to make democracy safe 
is to prevent anything else under any cir- 
cumstances. 


That will be an awful bitter medicine 


for the losers. And the democracies won't 
be the loser?.

many dangerous crossings, the rail- 
roads are continuing to take them 
out, the Lions were told.

real cause for accidents, Mr. Mat- 
teson said that "we can't reduce 
speed, so we have to meet it."

Chester Sanford, former college 
professor and now vocational coun- 
sellor, tola members of the Neenah 
High school Parent-Teacher 
asso- 


ciation Tuesday evening at the 
school that high school boys and 
girls need to be understood, that 
loss of respect for parents is the 
groundwork for tragedy, and that 
parents must be deeply concerned 
with measuring up to the standards 
the young people put upon them. 


Dr. Ssnford outlined his work 


and told of many of his experiences 
with youth. He gave several find- 
ings from surveys made by univer- 
sities relating to the correlation of 
intelligence and grades with success 
in chosen professions. 


Survey Conducted 


In a survey among high school 


students in three high schools in 
Champagne and Urbana, 111., it was 
found that thfc students whose in- 
telligent quotient was higher than 
average, 
made better grades, had 


better personalities and made bet- 
ter scores in achievements tests. 
Grades that are right in high eshool 
will give students an opportunity 
to make better progress in college 
and will have better opportunity to 
secure jobs to work while attending 
school. 


However, one of the most impor- 


tant surveys made, according to the 
speaker, was conducted at Purdue 
university. Fifty university seniors 
whose I. Q.'s were 140 were con- 
tacted during the five years after 
graduation. 
At the end 
of five 


years, the earning power of the 
fjrst 50 students was $932 more per 
year on an average than those stu- 
dents in the 140 I. Q. rating group. 
The findings showed that though 
the students with high I. Q.'s were 
brilliant, 
they were 
also crude, 


cynical, hard to get along with, 
whereas the other group had fine 
personality traits and knew how to 
ger along with people. 
''It is important therefore," said 


Dr. Sanford, "to remember that it 
takes more than brilliance to suc- 
ceed in any profession or any work. 
A fine personality can boost a man 
or woman a good way up the lad- 
der of success."

in various lots of pyrethrum flow- 
ers.

enough to distinguish between good 
materials and poor ones. 


Pyrethrum 
flowers, 
dried and 


ground fine, have long been used as 
a household insect powder. Steeped 
in a solvent—usually kerosene— 
pyrethrum is the poisonous mate- 
rial in many fly and insect sprays. 
It has possibilities as a field insecti- 
cide. At present most of the pyre- 
thrum is imported, but the depart- 
ment of agriculture has been ex- 
perimenting in hopes of breeding 
home-grown strains of highly poi- 
sonous 
pyrethrums.

The United States crop is 
now estimated at 373,275.000 bushels 
of potatoes, which is 20 million 
bushels less than last year's pro- 
duction. This is about an average 
crop for the country. 
With the widespread rains crop 
reporters show lower yields than 
they expected a month ago. No frost 
damage has been reported in any of 
the important states, but a wide- 
spread epidemic of late blight K-lled 
the vines early and stopped growth 
in'September.

ditions, Carlson revealed that out 
of 2,400 form letters merely asking 
for information from brokers and 
wholesalers of four eastern states, 
"we got over 300 urgent inquiries 


from distributors who were anxious 
to handle Wisconsin cheese and oth- 
er agricultural products and were 
unable to obtain them. 


"To stop the downward trend of 


farm prices and to improve farm 
markets we must move agricultural 
products into distributing channels," 
Carlson told the agents. 


Carlson cited evaporated milk to 


show that surpluses exist now be- 
cause little v is being held in retail 
and wholesale outlets which ordi- 
narily carry large stocks. 


"Walls of our condenseries are 


bulging with a surplus of better than 
400,000,000 pounds of evaporated 
milk.

Children -write poetry, but it is the poetry of childhood, the expression 


of their feeling for the beauty that surrounds them. They respond quickly 
and joyously to color, music, idealism, all qualities of poetry, all enthu- 
siasms of children. Reading good poetry stimulates them to try their 
own powers, and the poems of childhood are the result. 


The school children study poems, learn about their form, metre, 


rhythm and rhyme. Writing a poem after a pattern is an enjoyable 
exercise for them, a variation of theme writing that lifts that chore to 
the level of delight, sometimes. Sometimes, because all children are not 
talented in verse writing and some of the results are anything but glad- 
dening to the teacher's soul. But the experience is fine for the child be- 
cause it opens a door to beauty that will enrich his life. It ought to teach 
him to appreciate real poetry and give him a little of the spiritual sus- 
tenance it supplies. 


But we must make no mistake here. The children who write poems as 


school exercises, or as pastimes, are not poets. They are children feeling 
their way into the world of art and literature, nothing more. That is 
quite enough, and something to be thankful for in measuring the chil-

III—POLAND RISES AGAIN 
Poland is a nation which lost Us 


life, then returned to the world. 
It had been 'Xlead" for 12.1 years 
when it became a republic at the 
end of the World war. 


Poland's history goes back almost 


a thousand years. 
In early times 


it was a kingdom, but it wasn't a 
peaceful country. 
The nobles had 


little armies 
which 
were 
sent 


against one another, or against the 
king. There also wore wars against 
nearby nations. 


Ignace Tadcrewski 


Tliree hundred years ago. Po- 


land wa$ of great size 
It stretched 


from the Baltic sea almost to the 
shore of the Black sea 


In 1667. as a result of war, a large 


part of the eastein side was taken 
away by Russi.i. At the same time 
Sweden obtained a patch of north- 
ern Poland. That uas the first of 
the so-called "partitions" of Poland. 


One hundred and five years later. 


Russia and Austria obtained chunks 
of Poland. A little country known 
as Prussia also grew at the ex- 
pense of the Poles 


The closing deeds which brought 


"death" to Poland took place in 
1793 and 1795 In those years, Rus- 
sia, Prussia and Austria split up 
what was left of the country. 


It is not. however, an easy thing 


lo end a nation's life. If they had 
no country of their own. the Poles 
at least had memories. From time 
to time, they rebelled against their 
masters. 
No lasting success was 


won through the rebellions, but the 
people kept on thinking of them- 
selves as Poles, not as Russians, 
Austrians or Prussians 


At the end of the World war, 


the Poles saw a chance to rise again 
as a nation Even before the Treaty 
of Versailles was signed, they pro- 
claimed a republic, with Joseph 
Pilsudski as the first president. 


A national hero of the Poles is 


tgnace Padcrewski, the famous pi- 
anist. 
He was born in 1860, and 


started the study of the piano at 
the age of six. Before the World 
war he went on concert tours which 
'ook him to many countries. 
Since 


:he war, he has made other tours. 
For a few months in 1919. he served 
as prime minister of Poland 
He 


has been called "the greatest living 
pianist " 


Poland today is the home of more 


than 35,000,000 people, of whom 22,- 
)00,000 speak the Polish language.

Writers Charge Plagiarism 


BY WESTBROOK PEGLER 


New York—I am mildly startled to read that suits have been filed 


against Walt Disney on allegations that he plagiarized the work of two 
original composers in songs used in his production of "Snow White." 
This was to me the first intimation that plagiarism, brain-picking or 
even outright, undisguised theft was held to be improper, much less ille- 
gal, in an art whose ethics and morals always seemed 
to have been frankly stolen from the pickpocket and 
chicken thicl. 


Larceny long ago came to be regarded as respec- 


table practice, for there have been recitalists in 
vaudeville and in the night clubs in our time who 
made a speciality of playing current popular songs 
and then playing them over again with slightly dif- 
ferent tempo and accent to demonstrate that they 
had been stolen from more or less familiar pieces. 


In the last dozen years or so at least five popular 


American songs, including one great national success, 
have been swiped from an old English hunting and 
drinking song called "Cram-Bam-Boolee," which the 
British fliers sometimes roared far into the night.

And it was a surprise to me one evening a few years ago, on tracing 


these America pieces unmistakably to the English hunting and drinking 
song, to be told by a friend in the composing business that the English 
song itself probably had been stolen from a German song, apparently 
even older, which he then showed me in a reference book and played 
over on the piano to prove the 
sameness. 


This was by no means a rare case.
